In response to many inquiries by 


letter and-lelephone for a. copy of the 
remarks made at 
the- recent 
City 


Council meeting by Attorney Walter 
N. Meloon in regard to a comfort sta- 
tion, Mr. Jleloo'n has written for the 
Chamber of Commerce the vital points 
that he discussed and they are here 
presented to the public through the 
medium of this, paper. 


It will be remembered" that Mr. 


Meloon created a very favorable im- 
pression on the council wh'en Ee pre- 
sented his arguments and his sketches 
and the fact that a committee from 
the Portsmouth Women's 
Council, 


representing- every woman's organiza- 
tion in this city, is heartily in accord 
with this propositon, should of course 
show that an unusually large number 
of people and taxpayers are nterested. 


Following is a digest of Attorney 


Meloon's address: * 


"It is of coui-se unnecessary to dis- 


cuss the need of a comfort station. I 
think that, at least, is fully admitted 
by everyone. 


'We recommended the building as 


sketched and planned by Mr. Dow, 
the architect, because it offered a plan 
whereby the prominence, publicity and 
ready recognition which Is so desir- 
able of the service it offers would be 
secured without in any way offending 
the sense of decency and desire for 
privacy that all feel; a building that 
would catch" the eye as "beautiful, that 
would be recognized at once as~public, 
that is, as a waiting and ..rest room 
that would' otter evidently several 
needed conveniences and of such a 
character that its service as a comfort 
station would be but suggestive and 
.not advertised in the crude way that 
is generally followed on public notices, 
'For Women,' and 'For Men', making 


I those sexual distinctions that are thus 


I offensively thrust into public notice 
and which I.have found to be the ba- 
sis of the only objection offered to the 
location recommended. 


"A waiting room in connection with 


the street car service would be natur- 
ally be so placed and would be an ad- 
ditional convenience to patrons of the 
cars. 'It would ,do away with 
the 


present dangerous congestion of pas- 
sengers taking the cars, crossing the 
heaviest traffic-on Congress street, by 
gathering them Inside the track lim- 
its, one or more at a time as they ar- 
rived, and keeping them at all times 
out of the way of that traffic. 


"The building plan" further provides 


a ladies' dressing room on the ground 
floor, having lavatory, mirror, etc., so 
that ladies might privately arrange 
dress or hair when desirable, and at 
the same time giving private access to 
the subterranian toilet room if desired. 


"The building itself having but one 


main-entrance to the common waiting 
room, with. 
lavatory and drinking 


fountain and if desirable, shoe shine 
.stand, news stand, telephone booth 
etc.. for concessions to make the place 
at least partially self sustaining, would 
offer so many other possible reasons 
for entry that the comfort station ser- 
v:fce would appear merely as an ac- 
cessory, but the main, service as a 
waiting-room would, to one seeking the 
use of a. comfort station at once sug- 
gest that it could be found there as a. 
matter of course, without vulgar an- 
nouncement to offend the taste. That 
is to say everyone expects toilet 
ar- 


rangements- in connection with a 
waiting room, They don't need to be. 
told by sign or word tia^ they are 
there. 
Outwardly the plan'is for construc- 
tion of bride (cream or red as de- 
sired) 17 ft. x 22 ft. with roof of oxi- 
dized copper. If desired, a pavilion 
for bandstand can be erected thereon 
by simply changing the roof construc- 
tion andwithout much expense In ad- 
dition that tjiat estimated as sketched. 


"Comfort station underground, with 


walls of vitrified tile, terrazo floor, all 
fittings of enamelled: steel of fine qual- 
ity, one drain serving all purposes, 
perfectly sanitary, best.of' plumbing 
all through, can turn boss on, all over 
walls and floor, no corners or impedi- ' 
ments to catch dirt, lighted from side- 


glass In steel frames, in "floor 


above. 
Sewer and water service 


more convenient than itsany other lo- 
cation. At;an times;under complete 
police surveilanc* without | extra ser- 
vice and in strong light, avoiding 
troubles that grow in dark/placet. 


"Building, lighted by electricity, heat-
